The Cominittee on Rules reported through its chairman, Mr. Faxon, 

as follows: 

Sfbingfieu), Illinois, August 14, 1917. 
To the Honorable State Board of Equalization. 

Gentlemen: The committee appointed by you to draft and report rules 
for the State Board of Equalization, respectfully reports that they unani- 
mously recommend the adoption by the State Board of Equalization of the 
following rules of order: 

Rule 1. — The chairman shall take the chair at the hour to which the 
board may have adjourned: Provided, that in the absence of the chairman, 
the board may elect one of its members temporary chairman, who shall pre- 
side, have the same powers, and perform the same duties as the chairman; 
shall immediately call the board to order, and on appearance of a quorum 
shall cause the minutes of the preceding meeting to be read, and the fol- 
lowing order of business to be observed: 

First — ^Petitions and communications. 

Second — ^Reports of committees. 

Third — Resolutions. 

Rule 2. — The chairman shall decide all questions of order, subject to 
an appeal to the board at the request of any two members. When an appeal 
is taken the chairman may address the board upon the point of order in 
dispute, and the question shall be put, "Shall the decision of the chair 
stand?" 

Rule 8. — When a motion is made and seconded, it shall be stated by 
the chairman or secretary before being debated. 

Rule 4. — Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the chairman or 
any member requires it, and any member may call for a statement of the 
question, which the chairman may give sitting. 

Rule 5. — After a motion is stated by the chairman or read by the secre- 
tary, it shall be considered as in the possession of the board, but may be 
withdrawn by the member making the motion by leave of the board, before 
decision. 

Rule 6. — ^While the chairman is putting the question, no member shall 
walk across the room, and while a member is. speaking, no member shall 
pass between the member speaking and the chair. 

Rule 7. — ^When a member is about to speak in debate, he shall rise from 
his seat and address the chair, and when two or more members shall rise 
at the same time, the chairman shall name the member who shall speak 
first. 

Rule 8.— No member shall speak more than twice on the same question, 
nor more than once without leave of the board, until every member wishing 
to speak shall have spoken. 

Rule 9. — ^When the debate or discussion of a question shall have been 
concluded, the chairman shall put the question in this form, to wit: You 
who are of the opinion (as the case may be) say "Aye," those of the con- 
trary opinion say "No"; and the yeas and nays may be called and entered 
upon the journal at the request of any member. 

Rule 10. — If the chairman doubt, or a division be called for, the mem- 
bers shall decide by rising— -those in the affirmative first, and afterwards the 
negative — and the chairman shall determine by count, telling the number. 

Rule 11.— Every member present when the question is put shall vote, 
unless excused by the board. 

Rule 12. — In case there is not a quorum present, any number of mem- 
bers shall have power to adjourn; six to call the board to order and^send 
for the absent members. 

RxTLB 13. — ^Upon the call of the board, the names of the members shall 
be called by the secretary and the absentees noted; and absentees may be 
excused by the chairman when, in his judgment, the excuse is valid. 

Rule 14. — No member shall absent himself from the board without 
leave, and all resolutions shall be referred to the Committee on Resolutions 
without debate, -^ho shall consider same and report to the board some time 
during the session. 



Rule 15. — ^When a question is under consideration no motion shali be 
received except to postpone, lay on the table, amend the previous question, 
commit or adjourn. 

Rttle 16. — ^A motion to adjourn shall always be in order and shall be 
decided without debate. 

Rule 17. — ^The previous question shall be put in this form: "Shall the 
main question be now put?'' and until it is decided shall preclude all amend- 
ments or debate. When, on taking the previous question, the board shall 
decide that the main question shall not now be put, the main question shall 
be considered as still remaining under debate. The effect of the main ques- 
tion being ordered, shall be to put an end to all debate, and bring the board 
to a direct vote — ^flrst upon all amendments reported or pending, being first 
applied to the amendment last moved, and then on the main question. The 
board may, at any time, by a majority vote, close all debate upon a pending 
amendment or an amendment thereto, and cause the question to be put 
thereon, and this shall not preclude further amendment or debate upon the 
main subject 

RuLB 18. — ^Any member may call for a division of the question when 
the sense will adniit of it; and when the question be considered divisible by 
the chair, the same shall be divided, from which decision of the chair an 
appeal may be taken by any member as a point of order. 

Rule 19. — In forming the committee of the whole the chairman may 
leave the chair and appoint a chairman to preside. 

RxTLE 20. — The rules of proceedings in the board shall be observed in 
tbe committee of the whole, so far as may be applicable. 

Rule 21. — In all cases not provided for in these rules, the rules of par- 
liamentary practice comprised in Cushing's Manual shall govern. 

Rule 22. — The board shall appoint from its membership, the following 
standing committees, to be comprised of seven members on each com- 
mittee, viz: 

First — Committee on Equaliza;tion of Personal Property. 

Second — Committee on Equalization of Lands. 

Third — Committee on Equalization . of Town and City Lots. 

Fourf^—Committee on the Assessment of Capital Stock of Corporations. 

Fifth-rCommittee on the Assessment of ^Railroad Property (including 
the capital stock of railroads) . 

Sixth — Committee on General Equalization. 

Seventh — Committee on Resolutions. 

Eighth — Conference Committee, whose duty it shall be to fix dates for 
adjournment and for reconvening of the board and such other matters as 
may be referred to it for consideration. The seven chairmen of the said 
committees of the board, and the chairman of the Committee on Rules and 
the chairman of the Committee on Permanent Organizations, shall ex officio 
comprise the Conference Committee. 

Said committees shall be appointed by the board and shall not be 
changed during the present membership of this board, except to fill any 
vacancy that may occur by death or resignation, and in the event of such 
a vacancy, the same shall be filled by a piajority of the committee on which 
such vacancy occurs. 

Rule 23. — ^Upon the completion of the work of either of the first three 
mentioned committees, their report shall be submitted to the board where 
said reports shall be open to alteration or amendment by the board, or in 
committee of the whole, for at least forty-eight hours after the same has 
been reported, after which it may be referred to the Committee on General 
Equalization. 

Rule 24. — ^After the report of the first three named committees shall be 
referred to the Committee on General Equalization, it shall be the duty of 
the said committee to compare the values of the different classes of property 
with each other and make such alterations as said committee shall find 
necessary to equalize the different classes of property with each other and 
report its action thereon to the board: Provided, that for a more equitable 
equalization of the different classes of property as aforesaid, if it is thought 



necessary by said committee to make any change in the classification of 
property, as found in the several reports, such changes shall be reported 
to the board for instructions thereon before making final report. 

Rule 25. — ^When the committees on the assessment of railroad property 
and capital stock of corporations make their final reports, said reports shall 
He over two days for the inspection of the members of the board. 

Rule 26. — That a committee of three be appointed by the chairman of 

the board, to be designated as the Auditing Committee, whose duty it shall 

be to investigate and report all expenditures of money ordered by the board. 

Rule 27. — That the hour of meeting of this board, unless otherwise 

ordered shall be 9:00 a. m. 

Rule 28. — ^These rules may be altered or amended by a vote of two- 
thirds of the board, by the member or members wishing such changes or 
amendments giving one day's notice of the same in writing setting forth the 
changes and amendments contemplated, and said rules may be suspended at 
any time by a two-thirds vote of the members present.

Deab Sm: The question submitted to me by your committee is whether 
paragraph 345, chapter 120, Kurd's Revised Statutes, 1916, being section 51 
of "An Act for the assessment of property and providing the means therefor" 
and etc, approved February 25, 1898, in force July 1, 1898, repeals by impli- 
cation paragraph 105 of said chapter, being section 105 of "An Act for the 
assessment of property and the levy and collection of taxes," approved 
March 30, 1872, in force July 1, 1872. 

Said paragraph 345 is as follows: 

"The State Board of Bqualization may so lower or raise the total assessed 
value of property In any county as returned by the county clerk as shall 
make the property in such county bear a Just relation to the assessed value 
of property in other counties of the State: Provided, that the total amount 
of such decrease or Increase shall not exceed ten (10) per cent of the total 
assessed value of all property in the State as returned for purposes of 
taxation." 

Said paragraph 105 is as follows: 

"Said board shall assemble at the State Capital on the second Tuesday 
in the month of August, annually, and examine the abstracts of property 
assessed for taxation in the several counties of this State, as returned to the 
Auditor and shall equalize the assessments as hereinafter provided; but 
said board shall not reduce the aggregate assessed valuation in the State; 
neither shall It increase said aggregate valuation, except in such an amount 
as may be reasonably necessary to a just equalization, and not exceeding 
1 per cent, on such aggregate assessed valuation; but this rule shall not apply 
to railroad property." 
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I have been unable to find any decisions wherein our Supreme Court has 
considered this question. Therefore my opinion must be based upon a con- 
sideration of the language of these sections, in the light of the principles ot 
statutory construction. 

Repeals by implication are not favored. In People ex reh Kelly v. Ray- 
mond, 186 111., 407, at page 416, the court said: 

"It is a maxim in the construction of statutes that the law does not 
favor a repeal by implication. The earliest statu ce continues in force unless 
the two are clearly inconsistent with and repugnant to each other, or unless 
in the later statute some express notice is taken of the former, plainly indi- 
cating an intention to repeal it; and where two acts are seemingly repugnant, 
they should, if possible, be so construed that the latter may not operate as 
a repeal of the former by implication." (Citing cases.) 

Paragraph 349 of said chapter, being section 55 of the act of 1898, is as 
follows: 

"All the provisions of the General Revenue Law in force prior to the 
taking effect of this act shall remain in force and be applicable to the 
assessment of property and collection of taxes except insofar as by this act 
is otherwise expressly provided." 

Paragraph 105. confers upon the State Board of Equalization the power 
to equalize the assessment made in the several counties of the State "as 
hereinafter provided." There are three limitations of the exercise of this 
power; that the aggregate assessed valuation of the State shall not be de- 
creased; that such assessed valuation shall not be increased except as 
reasonably necessary to adjust equalization; and that such increase shall not 
exceed 1 per cent of such aggregate assessed valuation for the State, l^be 
phrase, "as hereinafter provided," has reference to the provisions of para- 
graphs 105 to 113, inclusive of said chapter. 

Therefore, at the time paragraph 105 was enacted, it is plain that the 
Legislature prescribed certain methods or rules to be followed in the process 
of equalizing, and also prescribed the limits of decrease or increase of the 
total assessed valuation for the State at large. To hold that the Legislature 
by paragraph 345 intended to repeal paragraph 105 is to hold that it ih- 
tended to remove these restrictions as to method and as to the amount of 
increase or decrease and to invest the board with unlimited power to raise 
or lower the total assessed valuation in any amount not exceeding 10 per 
cent thereof, subject to only one condition: that such changes must be such 
as shall make the property in any county bear a just relation to the assessed 
value of property in other counties of the State. This would be a radical 
departure from the intent of the General Assembly expressed in paragraph 
105; and in the absence of clear and unequivocal language such a departure 
of intent should not be lightly assumed. 

Paragraph 105 imposed no limitation, other than those noted, upon the 
board in determining the amount of increase or decrease for any particular 
county. Within the limitations of the above statute, the board may fix the 
valuation of any particular county as it sees fit, under the methods or rules 
covered by the phrases, "hereinafter provided," for working out such equal- 
ization. The language of paragraph 345, preceding the proviso therleof, 
declares the power of the State board with reference to any county so as to 
"make the property of such county bear a just relation to the assessed value 
of property in other counties of the State." I see nothing therein which 
is inconsistent with paragraph 105. What is the effect of the proviso d 
paragraph 345? There is some room to question whether the words "total 
amount of such increase or decrease" refer to such total for the State or 
such total for any county. I think the reference is to the county. But con- 
ceding in argument that there is substantial basis for difference of opinion, 
the principle of construction is that in a case of doubtful meaning, the 
interpretation is to be adopted which will harmonize apparent conflicts. 
Therefore, in interpreting the proviso to apply to the total amount of 
increase or decrease for the particular county, I think the effect of para- 
graph 345 is intended to define or limit the powers of the board in raising 
or lowering the assessed value of property in any county. 
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The interpretation of p&ragraph 345 above stated harmonizes with the 
provisions of paragraph 105 but modifies the powers of the board therein 
expressed by prohibiting the board from either lowering or raising the 
total assessed valuation of any county to an amount exceeding 10 per cent 
of the total assessed value of all property in the State as returned for pur- 
poses of taxation. In other words, the two paragraphs, taken together, mean 
that the State Board of Equalization has the powers conferred and is re- 
stricted by the limitations imposed by paragraphs 105, and within Uiose 
limits may so raise or lower the assessed valuation of any particular county 
that the total increase or decrease therein shall not exceed the 10 per cent 
limitation provided in paragraph 345. 

I find on such investigation as I have been able to make, that the con- 
struction above stated is in harmony with the practical construction sub- 
stantially followed by tl^e State Board of Equalization ever since the enact- 
ment of paragraph 345 in the year 1898. A practical construction that has 
been followed for a period of twenty years, while not controlling, is entitled 
to serious consideration. In this case I think it is in harmony with the rules 
of statutory construction. My conclusion is that paragraph 345 is not incon- 
sistent with and does not repeal paragraph 105 but modifies it only to the 
extent above indicated.

Qentlemien: Tour Committee on Equalization of Town and City Lots 
respecdluUy reports that they have carefully examined and considered the

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RULES OF ORDER. 



Rule 1. — The chairman shall take the chair at the hour to which the 
board may have adjourned: Provided^ that in the absence of the chairman, 
the board may elect one of its members temporary chairman, who shall pre- 
side, have the same powers, and perform the same duties as the chairman; 
shall immediately call the board to order, and on appearance of the quorum 
shall cause the minutes of the preceding meeting to be read, and the follow- 
ing order of business to be observed: 

First — Petitions and communications. 

Second — Reports of committees. 

Third — Resolutions. 

Rule 2. — The chairman shall decide all questions of order, subject to an 
appeal to the board at the request of any two members. When an appeal is 
taken the chairman may address the board upon the point of order in dis- 
pute, and the question shall be put, "Shall the decision of the chair stand?" 

Rule 3. — When a motion is made and seconded, it shall be stated by 
the chairman or secretary before being debated. 

Rule 4. — Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the chairman or 
any member requires it, and any member may call for a statement of the 
question, which the chairman may give sitting. 

Rule 5. — ^After a motion is stated by the chairman or read by the secre- 
tary it shall be considered as in the possession of the board, but may be 
withdrawn by the member making the motion by leave of the board, before 
decision. 

Rule 6. — While the chairman is putting the question, no member shall 
walk across the room, and while a member is speaking no member shall pass 
between the member speaking and the chair. 

Rule 7. — ^When a member is about to speak in debate, he shall rise 
from his seat and address the chair, and when two or more members shall 
rise at the same time, the chairman shall name the member who shall speak 
first. 

Rule 8. — No member shall speak more than twice on the same question, 
nor more than once without leave of the board until every member wishing 
to speak shall have spoken. 

Rule 9. — ^When the debate or discussion of a question . ^hall have been 
concluded, the chairman shall put the question in this form, to-wit: You 
-who are of the opinion (as the case may be) say "Aye," those of the con- 
trary opinion say "No," and the yeas and nays may be called for and entered 
upon the Journal at the request of any member. 

Rule 10. — If the chairman doubt, or a division be called for, the mem- 
bers shall decide by rising— those in the afBrmative first, and afterwards 
the negative — and the chairman shall detefmine by count, telling the number. 

Rule 11. — Every member present when the question is put shall vote, 
unless excused by the board. 

Rule 12. — In case there is not a quorum present, any number of mem- 
bers shall have power to adjourn; six to call the board to order and send 
for the absent members. 

Rule 13.— Upon the call of the board, the names of the members shall 
be called by the secretary and the absentees noted; and absentees may be 
excused by the chairman when, in his judgment, the excuse is valid. 
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Rule 14.--No member shall absent himself from the board without leave 
and all resolutions shall be referred to the Committee on Resolutions wilh'

RULB 17.— The previous question shall be put in this form: "Shall the 
main question be now put?" and until it is decided shall preclude all amend- 
ments or debate. When, on taking the previous question, the board shall 
decide that the mam question shall not now be put, the main question shall 
be considered as still remaining under debate. The effect of the main ques- 
tion being ordered, shall be to put an end to all debate, and bring the board 
to a direct vote— first upon all amendments reported or pending, being first 
applied to the amendment last moved, and then on the main question. The 
board may, at any time, by a majority vote, close all debate upon a pending 
amendment or an amendment thereto, and cause the question to be put 
thereon, and this shall not preclude further amendment or debate upon the 
main subject. 

Rule 18.— Any member may call for a division of the question when 
the sense will admit of it; and when the question be considered divisible 
by the chair, the same shall be divided, from which decision of the chair an 
appeal may be taken by any member as a point of order. 

Rule 19. — In forming the committee of the whole the chairman may 
leave the chair and appoint a chairman to preside. 

Rule 20. — The rules of proceedings in the board shall be observed in 
the committee of the whole, so far as may be applicable. 

Rule 21. — In all cases not provided for in these rules, the rules of par- 
liamentary practice comprised in Cushing's Manual shall govern. 

Rule 22. — The board shall appoint from its membership, the following 
standing committees, to be comprised of seven members on each committee, 
viz: 

First — Committee on Equalization of Personal Property. 

Second — Committee on Equalization of Lands. 

Third — Committee on Equalization of Town and City Lots. 

Fourth — Committee on the Assessment of Capital Stock of Corporations. 

Fifth — Committee on the Assessment of Railroad Property (including 
the capital stock of railroads.) 

8ixth — Committee on General Equalization. 

Seventh — Committee on Resolutions. 

Eighth — Conference Committee, whose duty it shall be to fix dates for 
adjournment and for reconvening of the board and such other matters as 
may be referred to it for consideration. The seven chairmen of the said 
committees of the board, and the chairman of the Committee on Rules and 
the chairman of the Committee on Permanent Organization shall be ex-officio 
comprise the Conference Committee. 

Said committee shall be appointed by the board and shall not be changed 
during the present membership of this board, except to fill any vacancy that 
may occur by death or resignation, and in the event of such vacancy, the 
same shall be filled by a majority of the committee on which such vacancy 
occurs. 

Rule 23. — Upon the completion of the work of either of the first three 
mentioned committees, their report shall be submitted to the board where 
said reports shall be open to alteration or amendment by the board, or In 
committee of the whole, for at least forty-eight hours after the same has been 
reported, after which it may be referred to the Committee on General 
Equalization. 

Rule 24. — After the report of the first three named committees shall be 
referred to the Committee on General Equalization, it shall be the duty of 
said committee to compare the values of the different classes of property 
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with each other, and make such alterations as said committee shall find 
necessary to equalize the different classes of property with each other, and 
report its action thereon to the board: Provided^ that for a more equitable 
equalization of the different classes of property as aforesaid, if it is thought 
necessary by said committee to make any change in the classification of 
property, as found in the several reports, such changes shall be reported to 
the board for instructions thereon before making final report. 

Rule 25. — When the committees on the assessment of railroad property 
and capital stock of corporations make their final reports, said reports shall 
lie over two days for the inspection of the members of the board. 

Rule 26. — That a committee of three be appointed by the chairman of 
the board, to be designated as the Auditing Committee, whose duty it shall 
be to investigate and report all expenditures of money ordered by the board. 

Rule 27. — That the hour of meeting of this board, unless otherwise- 
ordered shall be 9:00 a. m. 

Rule 28. — These rules may be alterated or amended by a vote of two- 
thirds of the board, by the member or members wishing such changes or 
amendments giving one day's notice of the same in writing setting forth the 
changes and amendments contemplated, and said rules may be suspended 
at any time by a two-thirds vote of the members present.
